Rule  7G. 

A I.L  API’LICATIONS  for  Private  Bills. 
tX  iproperly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  " British  North  America  Act. 

— vvliether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Imck,  Dam 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company , or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  mattei  oi  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  anj 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act,— 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
\Hiere  the  application  refei-s  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant;  such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows : 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 


persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intepd  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,^  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 

proposed  fo  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 

recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
e.xpense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 

clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 

Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 

when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 

copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 

Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 

Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  rep-inted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  wdth  the  ^lodel  Bill  shall  be  inseited 
betw'een  brackets. 


Standing  Orders. 

72  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereot 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  w'ith  consideration  of  I riv’ate 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.

u.  No  member  shall  place  another  member  under 
any  disability  whatever,  but  must  do  all  in  his  or 
her  power  to  siiiiport,  encourage,  and  uplift  their 
brother  or  sister  members.  He  or  she  must 
encourage  an  entire  spirit  of  brotheidiood  at  all 
limes  on  jjain  of  being  ex)jelle<]  from  the  Society. 

(!.  .Members  may  be  suspended  or  expelleil  at 
any  time  for  immorality  of  any  kind. 

7.  .\II  coiniilaints  must  be  made  in  writing  and 
handed  to  the  I’resident,  who  shall  hand  the  matter 
over  to  a committee  appointed  by  him  or  her. 
4'he  committee  shall  investigate  the  comiilaint  and 
report  their  finding,  and  if  the  charge  or  charges 
are  sustained  the  accused  shall  abiile  by  the 
decision  of  the  Society.  No  membei'  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  a penalty  in  his  or  her  absence,  unle.ss 
he  or  she  has  had  ten  days’  clear  notice  of  the 
meeting  at  which  the  complaint  against  him  or 
her  is  to  be  heard,  with  liberty  to  attend.
